Wholesale Arrests of Anarchists at 


Goal Creek, Term. 


I SYMPATHIZER ROUGHLY HANDLED. 


Will Return the Convicts to Work- 


Smooth Running in Buffalo Ele- 


vators—Filling Up with New 


and Competent Men. 


Wholesale Arrests—Other Men Wanted. 


KNOXVIM.E, Tcnn., Aug. 2:J.—Twenty- 


three men, supposed to be in sympathy 
with notorious miners, wens arrested 
near Coal Creek yesterday and locked 
up. 
Ser<»r:.il of the members are sus- 


pected of holding1 up a mail train be- 
tween Clinton and Coal Creek last 
Thursday night. One of the suspects 
is Jirn Hatmaker, son of John Hat- 
maker, who led the attack on the stock- 
ade at Oliver Springs last Tuesday. 
Every possible attempt is being made 
to apprehend the elder Hatmaker. He 
was of the greatest prominence in all 
the mining troubles, and is supposed to 
have escaped to Kentucky. 


Another man who is wanted is L. A. 


Roescher, a German, who for the past 
year has conducted a shooting gallery 
on the creek. He is a practiced sharp- 
shooter, and last week went to a high 
point overlooking Fort Anderson and 
erected a small barricade. From be- 
hind this he kept up a constant fire, 
and it Is believed that he killed Private 
Smith. Proof sufficient to show that 
he is an anarchist of pronounced 
views has been discovered. Ho has 
been very active among the miners 
since his arrival at Coal Creek. All the 
leaders prominent in the labor troubles 
of the past eighteen :months, save Lind* 
•ay, are absent from Coal Creek on 
what will prove to be an extended va- 
cation, and the deluded miners and cit- 
izens who were led into open rebellion 
against the state are left to suffer all 
the penalties. 


George Irish, well known in Coal 


Creek, who has been recognized as the 
leader mid adviser of the miners, was 
arrested at Lyon's View by Deputy 
Sheriff Hall, the arrest having been 
made in accordance with orders from 
Gen. 
Carnes. Ho was taken to Coal 


Creek last evening by Quartermaster 
Walsh of the third regiment. 


Charles T. Allcman, assistant mine 


inspector for the state, is wanted ai 
Coal Creek by the military nfileers. He 
is charged with having acted in con- 
cert with the miners for months and 
has aided Labor Commissioner Ford in 
keeping the miners posted in all the 
movements of the state military forces 
and the civil authorities. 
Alleman 


went to Cool Creek last Thursday, but 
has not been seen there since early that 
afternoon. 


Commissioner Ford gave bond yester- 


day in the sum of $10,000. He was re- 
leased by Gen. Carnes and is now at 
his residence in this city. 


A Lively Fifrht Oauae* the Ringing- of 


the Blot Alarm. 


KNOXVILLK, Aug. 22.—The riot alarm 


was mng again in Knoxville to-day, 
Joseph Goodman, proprietor of a board- 
ing-house on Hardee street, where the 
miners make their headquarters, and 
Capt. W. L. Lodger wood, captain of 
one of the companies of the Knoxville 
volunteers in the Coal Creek war, met 
at the post office about noon and started 
to discuss 
the situation. Goodman 


roundly abused the citizens who had 
gone to the front, and this incensed 
Jjedg-crwood, who retaliated In kind. 
Col, Ledger wood seeing Goodman was 
about to strike, hit him, and was in 
turn hit with a stick. A fight followed, 
in which both men fought fiercely, but 
neither was dangerously hurt before 
tH'ing separated. 


The news of the fight spread rapidly, 


and before Good man had reached Gay 
street several of the Knoxvilli. 
1. volun- 


teers were madly chasing him. They 
thought 
< Mind man was going back to 


his boarding house to report to some 
miners 
who 
were- stopping there.

Cnl. Lnl^erv.'nod madr the following 
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Pennsylvania men refused to handle It. 
They visited General Superintendent 
Bell and Division Superintendent C. 
Dabley and told them briefly and 
firmly they would go out if the road in- 
sisted upon making them handle freight 
from roads whose men were out. Bell 
and Dabley reasoned with them that 
they must receive New York Central 
freight, and asked if the road had not 
done enough when it granted their de- 
mands a week ago. The answer was 
negative. The men thci struck and 
left the yards. It is not probable that 
the road will grant the new demands 
of its employes, and it is understood 
that their places will be filled with 
nonunion men from the west. 


The big yards are deserted except by 


the troops, The tenth battalion, of 
Albany, the forty-sixth separate com- 
pany, from Amsterdam, and, the twen- 
ty-first, from Troy, are on duty in the 
Western New York & Pennsylvania 
yards. There are rumors of the Lack- 
awanna men going out, but the crews 
are still at work. 


The latest fight took place between 


James Ilickey, a grain scooper, and n 
member of Company C. Ilickey in- 
sisted upon going through the lines 
and the sentinel probed him with his 
musket Ilickey picked up a bar oi 
iron and attempted 
to knock the 


soldier down. Hickey was promptly 
arrested. 


Several young men were arrested 


last night for throwing stones at the 
soldiers. 
Smooth Running at the Central Elevators 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 23.—Every- 


thing is running smoothly at the Cen- 
tral elevators, the only interruption 
being caused by the breaking of some 
car-hauling machinery. Jn all 300,000 
to 350,000 bushels have been taken out 
and sent on its way east during the 
past twenty-four hours. The Erie is 
doing well and the Niagara houses 
have been able to take quite a fair 
amount this morning,

PHILADELPHIA, Ang- 23.—Since the 


strike of the iron workers employed by 
Hughes & Patterson in this city the firm 
has been confining the work of the 
new men to its Delaware mills, but yes- 
terday morning twenty additional men 
were put to work in the Bobbins mill. 
They were accompanied to the plant 
by police officers. The new men will 
bo granted police protection while go- 
ing' to and returning from work. The 
firm is daily hiring competent men, and 
expects in the course of this week tc 
operate the mills at their fullest ca- 
pacity. 


A Matter of Speculation. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 23.—Just when 


the troops are to be ordered home is a 
matter of speculation. Gen. Portor 
says he will not order them home until 
ho is satisfied they arenolonjrer needed, 
Sheriff Beck thinks it is safe to with- 
draw some of them now. From all he 
can see and learn he thinks the backbone 
of the trouble is broken. Mayor Bishop 
thinks differently. 


Struck lor Ten Hours.

sand sawmill employes working in the 
mills of five companies which run 
eleven hours a day, struck yesterday for 
ten hours and eleven hoars' pay. At 
the same time they sent committees to 
the mill owners with a petition. No re- 
ply has been returned by the mill own- 
ers.

somely Uniformed Visitors 


FROM EVEBf STHE AND FROM CANADA. 


One Hundred and Fifty Trains Delivei 


Seventy Thousand People in a 


Single Day—Receptions to 


Visiting Sisters. 


TTASSAS CITY, Mo., AUR. 23,— At sun- 


riso yuslenLiy morning the boom of 
Kittcry B.'s three inch rifle canon re- 
sounded through felie camp and in- 
forim-cl the knights that military regu- 
lations would be in force for the rest 
of the week. 


The last 
twenty-four 
hours 
had 


worked a wonderful transformation ir 
the appearance of Camp Shaw. Th« 
camp is tfnyety itself, and the hand- 
some uniforms and flashing1 swords give 
it life, color and tone. The knights 
have come and the picture is completa. 
By divisions, battalions and regiments 
they are chary-ing- on the camp, and un- 
qualified capitulation has greeted their 
every assault. 


The advent of the knights is marked 


by neither 
ceremony nor 
display, 


Quietly and unostentatiously, without 
the blare of trumpet or the measured 
tread of martial escort, they come from 
the depots to the camp, and then only 
does military regime assert its sway. 
It is unavoidable that there should be 
some confusion in directing the knights 
to their proper quarters, but they are 
being- stowed away in a rapid manner. 


The knights hail from every state in 


the Union and from the Canadian prov- 
inces, and individually represent al- 
most every profession in life. As soon 
as they are shown their tents and have 
disposed of their bag-gage, they begin 
to pay visits to their brother knights 
from other states, renewing old ac- 
quaintances and making new ones. 


The Union depot was never more 


crowded in all the years of its history 
than it was yesterday. There were 
whole brigades and divisions of uni- 
formed knights in bright regalia. It 
was a reception day for the uniform 
rank, and the various divisions were 
pu tting in the time becoming acquainted 
und getting settled in their quarters. 


To-day at noon Adjt-fien W. J. MoKee 


will make a report of the number of 
divisions in camp and the number of 
men in each division. 


Up to '.) o'clock last evening1 150 pas- 


son jrer trains arrived, bringing what is 
estimated as a crowd of 70,000 people. 
Three trains from St. Louis were filled 
with uniformed knights from Tennes- 
see. 
The Maryland, Delaware, District 


of Columbia and West Virginia knights 
filled up another of the Alton's fourteen 
trains. One of the prettiest special 
trains that came in brought in the Ten- 
nessee and Florida division over the 
Missouri Pacific. It consisted of seven 
Pullman cars. The Missouri Pacific 
brought in a special of eight cars from 
Northern Kansas which arrived at S 
o'clock.

An- 
other at 12:80 brought the traffic turned 
over by the Cotton Kelt line, and there 
was another special from Springfield, 
Mo. The Santa Fe had one special 
train from Chicago and several from 
Kansas.

I worked for his company from the

one to hoist and lower the men, and

The timbers were bulging and breaking, 
and the free passage of the cage was 
frequently obstructed.

10 at night it was suspendsd m the most 
penlous position between top and bot- 
tom, while the men below having no 
other means of escape, became alarmed 
for their own safety.

be heard the execrations of the men and 
pleadings for prompt relief.

men and children gathered around the 
top, screaming and praying for the safety 
of their husbands and fathers. Next 
morning yielding to the prayers ot their 
families, the men refused to work until

ported, and all were discharged in face 
of a contract drawn up for one year 
Adlai would listen to no reason, but said

meeting, and a committee was appointed

dered us to leave the premises double- 
qmok, threatening if we did not that he 
would have us in jail in less than an hour 
This ended the interview, as the scab 
could not be Been afterward
